DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 8, 10-12, 21, 23-30 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record neither teach nor render obvious the instant application 
claimed invention as a whole, in particular, the prior art fails to teach "an inspection 
mark including a contour structure that is topographically visible for inspection and that 
marks a boundary between said wire bond region and said probe pad region" as recited 
in claim 1, "conductive layer visible for inspection into a wire bond region and a probe 
pad region, and wherein said probe pad region includes a visible area of damage" as 
recited in claim 8, "conductive layer visible for inspection into a wire bond region and a 
probe pad region" as recited in claim 21 . 

Claims 2-5, 10-12, 23-30 are also allowed as being directly or indirectly 
dependent of the allowed base claims 1 , 8 and 21 .
